SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Wild Party II The Music Teacher is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is a DVD containing the feature Wild Party II The Music Teacher. The 
publication promotes and supports the infliction of extreme cruelty and violence and 
the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. It does this by depicting five 
naked teenage girls being subjected to acts of extreme cruelty and violence, causing 
them genuine distress and suffering, in a salacious and sadistic manner intended for 
viewer entertainment and sexual arousal. By presenting depictions of naked girls 
suffering genuine physical and emotional distress the publication endeavours to 
legitimise and normalise this behaviour as suitable for the sexual arousal of the viewer. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression as set 
out in s14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This outcome is consistent, 
however, with Parliament's intention in the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 that publications that promote and support the infliction of 
extreme cruelty and violence and the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes are objectionable. 
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
